The Cabrillo Celebration at 
San Diego. 


Great Crowds Attend the 
of the Indians, 


“Pies 


| Reeeptions on Board the San Fran- 


eisco and Baltimore. 


Aquatic Sports Witnessed by Many—The 
Day's Festivities Close with a Grand 
Ball at the Hotel del 
Coronado,

Sax Sept 29. — [Special.] 
There was a marked falling off in the 
crowds today. Many of the visitors 
left on the afternoon train after the 


procession Wednesday, while most of 


those who came in by private convey- 
ance got away before nightfall. Still 
there were enough left to make a good 
showing and the streets presented an 
animated appearance this morning. 
The large crowds that had been 
accommodated at the Coronado came 
over on the early boats, and for the 
most part proceeded to the stockade on 
D street, where the Indians were cor- 
railed, and where the fiesta was to be 
held at 1Q o'clock. Others visited 
points of interest about the city, while 
others scattered along the water-front, 
took sails on the bay and visited 
the warships. As on the first day 
of the celebration, the local com- 
mittees busied themselves in looking 
after the visitors, and made a favorable 
impression by their uniform courtesy. 
In this connection, it might not be out 
of place to remark that notwithstand- 
ing the large crowds, there was no 
overcharging of any kind or descrip- 
tion, nor was there any advance in the 
price of accommodations. The hotels, 


from the Coronado down tothe smaller- 


houses, only charged the regularorates; 
the service was good, the fare substan- 
tial, and the expense moderate. In 
this respect, an example was set which 
it would be a good thing for more pre- 
tentious cities than San Diego to fol- 
low. There was nocomplaint on any 
score, andthe visitors left with the 
best feelings for the place, carrying 


with them the impression that they had | 


been handsomely entertained, with a 
pleasant recollection of the abscnce of 
those ‘‘stand-and-deliver’’ methods so 
often practiced on such occasions. 
THE INDIAN FIESTA, | 
The Indians have proved to be one of 
the best features of the show. There 


are about 150 of them, representing | 


the Diegueno and .Luisano tribes, and 
they are “the direct déscendants of the 
Indians who first greeted Cabrillo on: 
his landing in San Diego 850 years ago. 
They are headed by the old chief, Gen. 
Pablo, with several minor chiefs, and 
comprise the pick of the two tribes. 
There are several centenarians among 
them, and one old woman has seen at 
least 128 summers, and, presumably, 
the same number of winters, only there 
are no winters in Southern California. 
She is not a handsome piece of bric-a- 
brac, but is certainly unique, and it-is 
well worth a trip-to see her. Like the 
others, the old woman is picturesquely 
dirty, only more so, if possible, and 
resembles nothing so much as a recently 
exhumed mummy, to which a_ consider- 
able amount of clay still adheres. She 
has been surrounded by a crowd of 
curious spectators ever since her ar- 
rival, but does not seem to take any 
notice of anything. It is stated that 
her husband is still living, at the age of 
140 years, but was too feeble to staad 
the long trip, and was left on the reser- 
vation. There was a large crowd about 
the corral this morning to see the ani- 
mals feed, and the sight was worth 
They are very hearty eat- 
ers, in fact might be called gluttonous 
without stretching the truth, their 
whole idea being to get on the outside 
of as much provender as possible in the 
shortest possible time, and everything 
goes, from beef and bread to water- 
melons and every other kind of fruit or 
vegetable. Nothing is thrown away, 
and ‘during the three days they have 
been on the grounds they have consumed 
in the neighborhcod of 2000 pounds of 
fresh beef alone. They take on fat 
very readily, and the effects of their 
high living, even for this brief period, 
is quite noticeable. 

The hour for the commencement of 
the fiesta had been fixed for 10 o'clock, 
but long before that tinfe the corral was 
uncomfortably crowded. The admis- 
sion fee was only 10 cents. and the peo- 
ple continued to pour inside the inclo- 
sure and in their eagerness to watch 
the performance, pressed toward the 
center until no room was left for the 
dancers. At Father Ubach’s order the 
dance was then stopped and a rope put 
about an inclosure of about 50x75 
feet. The crowd was kept outside the 
rope. This gave the Indians room, and 
tne men and women then filed into the 
inclosure and, in full costume. danced 
the witch’ dance. The old women at 
once sought the sides of the space, 
where they squatted upon the ground in 
regular rows. They there remained in- 
active, except to lend,their voices to 
the chant which followed. The men 
formed themselves in a large circle. 
All were naked to the waist except a 
covering of black, blue, green, vellow 
and red | paint with which they had or- 
namented themselves, Below the 
waist, the men wore gee strings and a 
skirt, but the skirt is no essential 
part of the performance. Any of the 
Indians could have got along just as 
well without it. After the men had 
ranged in a circle, Chief Pedro Pablo 
gave thesignal for the dance: by shak- 
ing an old tomato can half filled with 
sma}l stones. There was in response a 
disultory grunt, then another grunt a 
little louder and more prolonged. Then 
the women began to chant in certain 
time and measure, and as cadences rose 
and fella musical system was discover- 
able. A young buck, a sub-chief hamed 
La Joro, was presently ‘moved to great 
effort. He sprang out from thé crowd 
to lead the dance, and for an 


heur spun around the circle, bearing 


his war clab high aloft. Sometimes his | 
movements had a waltz motion, at other 
times it Wasa dou trot, but it all ap- 
peared to be regulated by “the chant. 
The men in the circle danced in their 
tracks. 


The exhibition was greatly enjoyed 
by the crowd, who remained wntil the 
noon houry when the corral was cleared 
to give the Indians an opportunity to 
prepare thei; dinner, which operation, 
however, Was witnessed by a large 
number of small boys through conven- 
ient cracks in the fence, not a few 
grown people also availing themselves 
of the same privilege. 

TUE WHITE CRUISERS. 

The cruisers Baltimore and Charles- 
ton, which were anchored a_ short 
distance out.in the bay, were the center 
of attraction during the afternoon, and 
many persons took advantage of the in- 
vitation to visit the warships, which 
were open to the public from 12:80 to 
5 o'clock. Gov. Markham, Gov. Torres, 
Gen. McCook and Gen. Johnson with 
their several staffs and several of the 
prominent visitors calied on Admiral 
Gherardi by specia! invitation on board 
the flag ship in a body at 11:80 o'clock. 
Thev were received with proper honors 
and, with visitors of a less degree, 
enjoyed the freedom of the cruiser tothe 
fullest extent. As long as the cruiser 
remuin in the bay they will be open to 
visitors from 1 to 5 p.m. 

AQUATIC SPORTS. 

Today the bay was covered with 
yachts and craft of eyery description. 
The aquatic sports , were highly inter- 
esting and attracted many spectators. 
The sailing rates were over a course 
from the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany’s wharf to National City and re- 
turn. 

Gold m . were awarded to the 
winners Various events as follows: 
Incog, Volunteer and Climate, 

The single rowing races were won by 
J.T. Ackerman and V. G. Matthews, 
andthe lightweight crew of four beat 
the heavyweights of the same number. 

The swimming race had three entries, 
and ‘was won by Carles Collier. 

THE EVENING FESTIVITIES. 

Tonight the indian villages are 
thronged with visitors, a large number 
are listening to the First Cavairy Band, 
U.S.A., at the plaza, and a full-dress 
ball is going om at the Hotel del Coro- 
nado, where cjvil and army and navy 
officers are congregated in force. The 
Mexican band furnishing music for 
the dancers. The cruisers are making 
a searchlight display on the bay. 
PROGRAMME. 

The programme for tomorrow in- 
cludes a yaquere tournament at the 
Coronado race track, for which elabo- 
rate preparations have been made, -fur- 
ther Indian sports, a concert by all the 
bands, aided by vocal and instrumental 
soloists of distirction, the entertain- 
ment being in cherge of the local com- 
pany of naval 7@jerves, and the cele- 
bration closing with a fine exhibition of 
fireworks at the big Hotel cel Coronado. 


.THE BALL. 
A Grand Wind-up of the Second Days 
Celebration. 
Saw Dreao, Sept. 28.—[Special. | ‘The 
second day of the Cabrillo celebration 


was brought. toa fitting close tonight 


by a grand ball at the Coronado Hotel, 
given forthe army and navy officers 


and other’ distinguished guests. 
The special features in the deco- 
ration of the magnificent danc- 
ing hall .for this occasion were 


the draperies of American and Mexican 
flags. When the first strains of music 
filled the hall from the weil-handlea 
instruments of the Mexican Military 
Band there were 500 guests assembled 
to participate in the festivities 
of the evening. It is not often that 


} the lovers of the dance are privileged 


to dance to the excellent music of this 
distinguished band, and all who were 
so fortunate as to be favored with an 
invitation, and could do so, attended 
this ball. 

Amongthe guests were the elite not 
only of San Diego but of many other 
cities of Southern California, while the 
gold cords, lace and buttons and decora- 
tions upon the breasts of the veterans in 
the army and navy relieved the conven- 
tional black of the civilian. There was 
an abundance of diamonds to make 
brilliant the many handsome costumes 
ot the fair sex, the whole forming a 
scene rich and briiliant and long to be 
remembered. 

Throughout the evening refreshments 
were served in the breakfast room.

VEXATIOUS EMBARGOES. 


Quarantines of the Southern Republics 
Proving Very Annoying. 

Wasuineton, Sept. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Guzman, Minister 
from Nicaragua to the United States, 
this morning receiveda cavlegram from 
his government, saying: . 

The ports of Nicaragua are closed on ac- 
count of the feared invasion of cholera. 
The government of Nicaragua desires this 
information to be given the widest possible 
publication in order that shippers and own- 
ers of sea-going vessels may be informed 
of its action, and trouble such as occurred 
between the government of Colombia and 
thie Pacific Mail Company be avoided. 

The embargo placed upon American 
commerce by the action of some Cen- 
tral and South American countries clos- 
ing their ports to ships from the United 
States is a matterof deep concern to 
the State Department. Aside from the 
actual loss to our merchants resulting 
from this action, the interruption to 
the mails is a source of vexation. Un- 
reasoning dread of the introduction of 
cholera led to the issue of these trouble- 
some decrees. The U.S.S. Concord 
went to Colon yesterday to convey the 
Consul General of the United States 
and commissioners from the local gov- 
ernment of Panama to Carthagena, 
where the President of Colombia re- 
sides, and endeavor to arrange some 
terms of settlement of the quarantine 
question.

A NEW REMEDY. 


A Doctor Thinks He Has a Specific for 
the Plague. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 29.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.]| An important commu- 
nication appears in the current issue of 
the Medical News by Dr. Stewart, clin- 
ical lecturer on medicine in Jefferson 
Medical College. It is to the effect that 
hydro-napthol is a powerful remedy in 
cholera. It is harmless, even in large 
doses, and is related to carbolic acid, to 
which cholera germs are especially 
susceptible... Experiments by Dr. Stew- 
art show that a proportion as high as 1 
to 7000 has an undoubted inhibiting 
effect on the development of the comma 
spirillum and a proportion of 1 to 2000 
exerts prompt germicidal action. It 
seems that under any condition, but 
ten grains of hydro-napthol, if in 
solution, will be required to ren- 
der the entire small intestine anti-

preventing its development, while 
about forty grains under similar condi- 
tions would disinfect the intestine 
promptly, killing any spirilla present, 
When from exposure the disease seems. 
imminent hydro-napthol should be ta- 
ken in doses of eight to ten grains four 
times daily for three or four days and 
subsequently ia five to eight-grain 
doses withthe same frequency. Inearly 
choleric diarrhcea it should be used in 
quantities of ten grains hourly, or even 
half hourly, until from oneto two drams 
have been taken. Here it may be, and, 
indeed, py choice should be, combined 
with an opiate.

RULING BY JUDGE ROSS. 


An Important Decision Under the Me- 
Kinley Tarif? Law, 

San Francisco, Sept. 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Judge Ross, of the 
United States Court, today decided that 
the McKinley bill did not repeal the act 
of 1883 granting the right of a draw- 
back of 75 cents a ton on imported bi- 
tuminous coal which is afterward used 
for fuel on American steam vessels en- 
gaged in the coasting trade. 

This decision was given in the case of 
Allen vs. the United States. Allen im- 
ported bituminous coal from Nanaimo, 
B. C., and afterward sold it for fuel to 
the steamer Humboldt engaged in the 
coasting trade. Allen applied to the 
collecter of the port fora drawback, 
but it was refused, and he brought suit. 
The decision will result in the payment 
of $200,000 to coal dealers of this city 
who, since the passage of the McKinle 
bill have been deprived of drawbac 
on all coal sold to American steamships.

Build the Salt Lake Road. 

The immense advantage which the 
building of the Salt Lake railway would 
be to Los Angeles, and, in fact, to the 
whole of Southern California, has al- 
ready been briefly set forth in these 
columns. The subject is full of inter- 
est and there are so many phases of it, 
leading into every avenue of industry, 
that it might be discussed with greater 


elaboration of detail without any dan- 


ger that it would become tiresome. 
Looked at from any point of view—as a 
new transcontinental line—as the de- 
veloper of a virgin country rich in 
mines and agricultural possibilities—as 
a feeder for our industries and a dis- 
tributor of our trade—it is equally at- 
tractive and justifies the belief that no 
single railroad entervrise ever presented 
to the people of Southern California 
bas promised greater results. 

We have already mentioned the fact 
that Thomas Taylor of Iron City, Utah, 
is in the city actively engaged in pro- 
moting this enterprise. Mr. Tavlor is 
president and principal owner in the 
lron and Coal Company of Utah. This 
corporation owns iron mines where 
there is an outcropping of a solid moun- 
tain of ore. It is estimated that there 
are in these mines over 100,000,000 
tons of the finest qualitv of ore, nearly 
allof which is of Bessemer, or steel- 
making quality. The company also 
owns, under patent, over 1000 acres of 


coal-bearing lands, estimated to’ con-" 


tain atleast 30,000,000 tons of coal. 
These points, while given in the form 
of rough estimates, are never- 
theless not mere ehimeras. They have 
been verified as far as a casual inspec- 
tion would render possible, by prominent 
citizens of Los Angeles, who have gone 
over the ground and inspected the out- 
croppings and workings. There can be 
no question that there is a vast quan- 
tity of coal and iron of the best quality 
inthe ground. 
enlarge on the opening for manufac- 
tures which these two resources would 
give ifthey were only rendered availa- 
ble by railroad communication. 

The development of these mines, sup- 
plemented by railroad communication, 
means one of two things: Either the 
establishment at the mines or in or near 
Los Angeles of blast furnaces, smelters, 
reduction works, rolling mills and manu- 
factories of various kinds which utilize 
iron and steel. If Los Angeles is the 
point in a commercial 
sense, and if Los Angeles puts the requi- 
site capital and enterprise into it, she 
can secure these industries. Even if 
they should in part or whole be lo- 
cated at the mines, they would still 
be tributary to Los Angeles in a certain 
sense—would draw their. supplies from 
this place and would no doubt shipa 
large part of their products here for 
distribution. This, it is unnecessary to 
state, would be the making of Los An- 
gelesin acommercial sense. With such 
an impetus added tothe start alreadv 
secured, Los Angeles would be a city of 
200,000 Inhabitants within five years. 

Leaving the matter of iron out of 
question altogether, the mere opening 
of large coal measures at such an ac- 
cessible point would bea tremendous 
advantage. Here are mines which 
would be capable of sending Los Ange- 
les 1,000,000 tons of coala year for 
thirty years. This coal, which is equa) 
to the best New Mexican product, could 
probably be laid down here at &5 per 
ton. The present consumption of coal 
in this city is about ‘350,000 tons per 
annum. A saving of $5 atonon this 
quantity alone would amount to 
$1,750,000 a year. But cheap coal 
means avast increase in quantity, and 
the probability is that, within a year 
or two, our present'consumption would 
be doubled. 

In his address before an audience at 
the Chamber of Commerce the other 
evening, Capt. Merry dwelt upon the 
advantage which Southern California 
ports would enjoy as coaling stations 
for vessels engaged in Asiatic com- 
merce when the Nicaragua canal is 
opened. If Los Angeles has her own 
supply of coal ata reasonable price for 
this purpose, the prublem of an inde- 
pendent ocean commerce is already 
more than half settled. With such an 
advantage, there is no reason why a 
large share of the commerce now en- 
joyed by San Francisco and northern 
ports might not be diverted to the 
ports of Los Angeles. 

Thus one industry would be drawn 
upon to stimulate another. Nothing 
succeeds like success. The port offer- 
ing the greatest advantages will secure 
the. greatest commercé. Los Angeles 
as a railroad distributor is already far 
ahead of San Francisco. We already 
enjoy two independent transcontinental 
railroad systems and we are now seek- 
ing a third with good prospects of suc- 
cess. San Francisco -has, as yet, only 

if we can, at one stroke, secure the 
third transcontinental railway sys- 
tem and at the same time an abundant 


It is not necessary to’ 


coal supply to employ as a stimulating 
factor in our ocean commerce, we ac- 
complish a tremendous stroke of en- 
terprise. Back this up with the stimu- 
lus of manufacturing, which is sure to 
result, and our fdture prosperity is as- 
sured beyond any present calculations. 

Now these points are so self-evident 
that they are entitled to rank as axio- 
matic. They do not need to be sup- 
ported by argument. This being 
granted, all we need to ask ourselves is, 
how can this most desirable result be 
brought about? 

As Horace Greeley used to say about 
resumption, ‘‘The way to resume is to 
resume.’ The way to begin this enter- 
prise is to begin it. Organize a com- 
pany, subscribe the capital to start it 
along, enlist the big railfoad companies 
which are already favorably disposed to 
it and want a Pacific Coast outlet and 
—build the Salt Lake railroad. 

We understand that the matter is to 
be placed in this business-like aspect,at 
once. In a few days our merchants, 
capitalists and land-owners will be 
waited upon by solicitors, asking them 
to subscribe to the capital stock of the 
proposed road. One well-known citi- 
zen has already subscribed $10,000 
and another $5000. This makes a 
good start. Let our citizens back this 
up a3 Mhey should, and as they can 
afford to do, and the requisite $100,- 
000 to start the project will soon be 
forthcoming. 

Mr. Taylor proposes an additional in- 
ducement to subscribers by issuing to 
them paid-up non-assessably stock in 
his iron and coal companies to the full 


value of the subscriptions. This is a 
matter entirely between Mr. Tav- 
lor and the subscribers. Outside of 


this, we advocate the subscriptions on 
the merits of the railroad itself and the 
general benefits to the country. The 
men who have most to gain by the en- 
terprise—who have -large investments 
in business, lands and other properties 
—are the ones who ought to come for- 
ward with substantial subscriptions. 


Cannot Vote for Free-trade, 
George Tricknor Curtis, the eminent 
constitutionallawyer, who has been a 
shining light in the Democratic party

We quoted, a 


few days ago, his views on the anti- 


protection plank of the Democratic 
platform. Therein he repudiated in toto, 
the Democratic pronounciamento that 
the levying of a protective tax by the 
Government is unconstitutional. Mr. 
Curtis has written the following letter, 
which fully explains itself. 

RicuFIeLD Sprinés (N. Y.,) Sept. 12. 
—Wilbur F. Wakeman, Esq., general 
secretary of the American Protective 
Tarif League: Dear Sir—In fulfill- 
ment of my promise made in response 
to your letter of the 7th inst., 1 proceed 
to give you my views of the protective 
issue as it has been made bv the two 
political parties in the present cam- 
paign. First, however, let me observe, 
by way of preface to whatI am about 
to say, that although I have for very 
many years acted and voted with the 
Democratic party, Icannot do so in the 
coming Presidential election. A vote 
for the nominee of the late Democratic 
National Convention will mean a vote 
for tree trade. It will mean a vote for 
the doctrines enunciated inthe plat- 
form, which denounces the Republican 
tariff as a fraud on the great majority 
of the American people for 
the benefit of a few, stigma- 
tizes a protective tariff as unconstitu- 
tional, and proposes to lay duties for ob- 
taining revenue only, without regard 
to the protection of our own industries. 
I cannot by my vote afiirm anything so 
false as this. A man must pay some 
regard to truth in politics as well as in 
other things. To affirm what I believe 
to be untrue political doctrine is some- 
thing that Inever did, and I shall not 
do it now. I consider the anti-protec- 
tion ‘plank’? in the Democratic plat- 
form to be as false as anything that I 
have ever known to be. asserted in a 
similar instrument. If it had said that 
the existing tariff needs revision, I 
might have concurred. But it has gone 
the whole iength of denying that any 
protection of our domestic industries is 
within the constitutional power of Con- 
gress. I repudiate this doctrine, be- 
cause I know better. ; 

This is not the first time that T have 
differed from my party. I was born 
and bred in the State of Massachusetts, 
and lived there until I was fifty years 
old. I was educated as a Whig in poli- 
tics, and I tearned constitutional law 
from Dantel Webster and Joseph Story. 
In future communications I shall show 
that in laying duties on foreign prod- 
ucts it is perfectly constitutional for 
Congress to lay them soas tg encourage 
our American industries, and that a 
tariff for revenue only would bring ruin 
upon the Government and upon the peo- 
ple.

The Trial of the Lowell-Parker 
Case Concluded. 


A Sealed Verdict Returned by the 
Jury “After Long Deliberation. ~ 


The McFarland-Weisendanger Case 
Referred to the Commissioner. 


Minor Matters of Intenest Gleaned from 
the Coartrooms—Maj. Twine Ar- 
rested for Threats to Kill— 
New Suits, 


The trial of the breach of promise 
suit instituted against Leonard Parker 
-of Anaheim by his deceased wife's sis- 
ter, Mrs. Helen M. Lowell of this city, 
wasresumed before Judge Van Dyke 
and a jury inDepartment Four yester- 
day morning, in the presence of a large 
number of interested spectators. 

The first witness called was Mrs. Eva 
A. Parker, the defendant's second wife, 
apetite brunette, about 30 years of 
age, who was merely examined as to 
the transfer of the property to her by 
her husband. 

The defendant, Leonard Parker, then 
took the witness stand. He denied gen- 
erally and specifically every allegation 
made by the plaintiff, and was especi- 
ally emphaticin his denial of the al- 


. -}leged promise to marry Mrs. Lowell. 


He stated that he has always treated 
her as became the sister of his deceased 
wife, both before and after the death of 
his first wife. He admitted having 
kissed her, but declared that he had not 
done so more frequently since the 
death of her sister than before 
that unhappy event. He explained the 
circumstance of his having raised 
money on his Anaheim property and 
given it to Miss Lowell, by stating that 
Mrs. Lowell and her daughter, who 
-were renting rooms, wanted a home, 
and he agreed t>» purchase a certain 
house and lot in this city and install 
‘them therein, merely as an investment, 
for which he was to receive security. 
As he did not wish to appear in the 
transaction the money was given to 
Miss Lowell, who was to pay for the 
property, and receive the deed there- 
for; but owing to a defect in the title, 
the deal was never consummated, and 
Miss Lowell was allowed to retain the 
Money until another suitable house 
should be found. He identified two 
deeds conveying sixty-three acres of 
land at Anaheim to his second wife. 
They were dated November 18 and 
December 4, 1891 respectively; the 
‘considerations being $10 in the first 
and $580 in the second. 

Ernest T. Parker, a son, and Mrs. 
L. Lewis and Mrs. Lydia T. Wood, 
daughters of the defendant, were 
briefly examined as to minor details, 
and the defense then rested its case. 

In the rebuttal Miss May B. Lowell, a 
compositor, testified that she earned 
from $25 to $80 per weeck at her 
trade and provided for her mother, the 
defendant, her uncle rendering them no 
assistance, until he gave her the money 
with which to purchase the house. 
She still had this money, which was a 
gift to her; but her mother did not re.

ceive any of it. 


Mrs. A. T. Brown, Robert A. Brown 
and Miss Eva A. Parker were also 
called in rebuttal, and at the close of 
their testimony both sides closed. 

At 2:20 o’clock p.m. M. E. C. Mun- 
day, Esq., commenced his opening ad- 
dress to the jury, and at 8 o’clock he 
gave way toS. M. White, Esq., who en- 
grossed the attention of his auditors for 
another forty minutes, when Attorney 
Munday agaid took up the cudgel on be- 
half of his client, and closed the argu- 
ment at 4:15 0’clock. Twenty minutes 
later the jurors retired to their room, 
where they remained in custedy of Bail- 
iff McIntyre until 6 o’clock p.m., when 
the Court notified them that counsel 
had consented, in the event oftheir 
coming toan agreement later in the 
evening, to their returning a sealed 
verdict, which should be opened at 9:30 
o’clock this morning. The jury were 
then taken to dinner, returning shortly 
after 7 o’clock. 

REFERRED TO THE COMMISSIONER. 

The case of Dan McFarland vs. Theo- 
dore Weisendanger, an action to re- 
cover $19,850, was called for trial by 
Judge Wade in Department Three yes- 
terday morning, but was referred to 
the Court Commissioner with directions 
to take an accounting and report his 
findings thereon. 

The plaintiff in this case alleged in 
his complaint that the defendant owes 
him $17,000 which had been col- 
lected by. him for plaintiff, and the 
further sum of $2850, money  ad- 
vanced to defendant at his special in- 
stance and request. 

The defendant, on the other hand, 
avers in his answer that this suit grew 
out of business relations between the 
plaintiff, W. H. Bonsall and himself. 
That in 1887 all three contracted for 
their joint benefit for the Arlington 
Heights tract, the profits from which 
were to be divided equally. It was a 
part of their agreement fhat all the 
money paid in to improvement account 
of this tract by each one should bear 


interest in his favor at 10 per cent. and 


be repaid, and that whichever of the 
three handled the account was to re- 
ceive 244 per cent. for his services. 
He alleges that he and Bonsall, who 
were partners, handled the account for 
some time and then he alone did so for 
a period, but finally all three expressed 
a desire to terminate their business. 
He claims that McFarland owes about 
$28,000 on account of the venture, and 
therefore asks that their affairs be set- 
tled up and that the Court determine 
what is due from McFarlane.

WAY TO Du away wirrn 

Mush has been said recently about the 
unwholesome state of affairs in Pasadena 
Chinatown. Vice in its lowest forms fiour- 
ishea, while the sanitary condition of the 
piace is filthy beyond description. The at- 
mosphere on a close day is unpleasantly 
odorous. Few Caucasians care to pene- 
trate the interior mysteries of the home of 
the Mongolian, the exterior surroundings 
hinting too strongly of the worse state of 
affairs that exist within. 

Reference has once before been made in 
these columns to the amount of dirty wash 
water which the celestial laundrymen 
throw out on the ground about their shan- 
ties. A local physician has called atten- 
tion to the fact that this is opposed to all 
laws of health and sanitation, and that it 
is one of the surest ways to breed disease 
that could be devised. 

In this connection itis surprising how so 
many white people dare to send their cloth- 
ing to suchplaces to be washed. The meth. 
ods employed would be revolting to everyone 
who has any regard for cleanliness, if only 
they were understood. Sprinkling the 
clothes direct from the mouth ot the laun- 
dryman is one of the unpleasant features 
which wonld not be tolerated if white 
workmen were toattempt it. Upin San 
Francisco recently, according to the Chroni. 
cle, aleper was found lying onaheap of 
soiled clothes in the rear of aChinese wash. 
house, and this is but one instance. 

While there are possibly no lepers in the 
local Chinatown, the fact is apparent be. 
yond dispute that this part of town is not 
whatit should be froma sanitary stan.- 
point. No one but .Chinamen would be 
content to live init as itis, nor would it be 
tolerated if inhabited by any other class of 
people. The most efficient way to remedy 
this evil would by to withdraw the pat. 
ronage now bestowed upon this undesira. 
ble class of residents. Then they would 
have to go.

Having but recently visited 
Boston, New York and other principal 
Eastern potnts, he states that the business 
men at the trade centers are making profit- 
able sales and doing better in all their 
transactions than for some time past.

“The Transcontinental Association,’ con- 
tinued the Colonel in reply to a question, 
‘*‘has gone tosmash, that’s sure—all broken 
up. Whatdoes it mean?, Why, it simply 
means thatthere willbe anew combina- 
tion, that’sall. Ithas reached the point 
that railroads must combine or they can't 
exist and do business."’ And until the new 
combination iseffected? ‘Well, of course, 
it is quite possible that there will be some 
lively competition and marked changes in 
rates and tariffs generally between the 
East and Pacific Coast points. 

“And by the way,’’ he concluded, “if the 
orange and lemon crop fulfills present ex- 
pectations, it will bring heavy returns to 
the owners of citrus groves. Itis looking 
splendidly now, no doubt of it.”

Some of them 
contented themselves with the street 
parade, perferring to spend the after- 
noon taking inthe sights of the city to 
putting their hard earned dollars into 
Robinson's plethoric pockets. Of this 
class a large number found their way to 
the Chamver of Commerce, where*® 
mother rocked the baby to sleep in the 
ladies’ annex room and father took 
Johnnie and Susie by the hand and led 
them through the exhibit room to see 
the big fruit and garden truck which 
grew on ‘‘our ranch,’’ and over «which 
the city people make such a fuss.

Thirteen beauties and twenty- 
five babies have been entered to contest 
for prizes. A novel feature of the fair 
will be incandescent lights burning in 
ice. 

This morning the pavilion will be 
thrown open, and the work of putting 
the exhibits in place will be commenced.
